LAKE SUCCESS, Sept. 1 6— 
Russia in voked the big power veto 
twice ton ight to block Un ited States 
efforts to shift the Balkan problem 
to the 55-member Un ited Nation ! 
Assembly but the way for the As­ 
sembly action was cleared by an ­ 
other American move which w ^ ap­ 
proved d espite Soviet opposition . 
The fin al Security Coun cil acticm 
on the Balkan question was to 
strike the con troversial issue from 
its agen d a after a bitter 5H-hour 
session in which the d elegates be­ 
came in volved in a hot battle over 
the veto itself. 
The Un ited States had put up 
a stren uous fight to take the case 
to the Assembly without removin g 
it from the coun cil’s agen d a. This 
would have permitted con tin uation 
of the subsid iary wratch group of 
the Balkan In vestigatin g Commis­ 
sion —the Un ited Nation ’s on ly d i­ 
rect lin k with the Balkan situation . 
This plan , however, was vetoed . 
Herschel V. John son , d eputy Un i­ 
ted States d elegate, then took the 
on ly step left an d proposed that 
the coun cil d rop the case from its 
calen d ar. This w'as n ot subject to 
the veto an d was approved by a 
vote of 9 to 2, with Russia an d 
Polan d votin g agan ist it. 
19th An d 20th Soviet Vetoes

in the Security Coun cil to 20 on 
the eve of the 1947 assembly ses­ 
sion s* in New York which will be 
con cern ed with both the veto an d 
Balkan problems.

Europe and who will resign soon to 
become president of Columbia Uni­ 
versity outlined his thesis at the 
banquet of the Air Force Associa­ 
tion’s first convention in Columbus. 
Eisenhower 
declared 
that 
the 
United States must maintain air 
supremacy or “relapse into a poten­ 
tial target of aerial destruction." 
Describing the airplane as a pos­ 
sible “vehicle for the transport of 
unlimited destruction.’’ he asserted: 
“Against such threat, our first de­ 
fense is air defense. But no real 
security resides in a second best air 
force. Either ours shall be equal to 
any test a possible aggressor might 
imporse or, under attack, it will 
quickly cease to be. 
“Such air power, at the command 
of America, is not a threat to any 
nation or to world peace. 
When 
power Is combined with a political 
philosophy of aggression and human 
enslavement, men are fearful: but 
men take heart when power backs 
up a social philosophy rooted in re­ 
spect for human dignity and inter­ 
national peace. 
“In an the free world, men would 
breathe more easily, work more 
earnestly in the present, plan more 
confidently for the future, if they 
were assured that the United States 
would continue first in the air. as 
strong and staunch in the mainten­ 
ance of a just peace as it was 
mighty and forceful in the pursuit 
of unconditional victory.**

KEEP WELL 
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Should Make Ready Now To 
Meet Anti-Smoke Requirements 
It was gratify ing, indeed, to learn that the Kelly 
Springfield Tire Company , in its preparations to install 
two new high-pressure steam boilers at its powei 
plant, at an estimated cost of $1.000,000, was keeping 
in mind the terms of Cumberland's anti-smoke ordin­ 
ance, and will submit plans for this improv ement to 
city authorities to make certain it meets with require­ 
ments of the anti-smoke law. 
Of course, until a directing engineer is secured by 
the city such plans will hav e to be submitted to an 
engineer who is a recognized authority in the control 
of smoke and grime thrown off by power plant# and 
railroad locomotiv es. 
The city will pay the fee in­ 
v olv ed, 
It should not cause unnecessary delay in 
securing either approv al or Instructions to bring the 
operation of the boilers in question in step with the 
city ordinance. 
This is the time of y ear when improv ements or 
additions are being made to heating and power facili­ 
ties by manufacturing concerns and public and semi­ 
public institutions which will ccwne under the pro­ 
v isions of the law to prev ent ex cessiv e smc^e. 
The 
announced plan by the KeUy Springfield Tire Com­ 
pany to seek the adv ice of authorities in meeting the 
anti-smoke requirements should be kept in mind by 
others as a fine ex ample of cooperation in assisting 
Cumberland to cleanse its air of impurities and smog. 
The anti-smoke ordinance passed by the City 
Council last May . with one ex ception, became effectiv e 
from the day of its passage. 
But that one ex cep­ 
tion, which cov ers one of two major causes for ex ­ 
cessiv e smoke ov er the city , pertains to the equipping 
of steam locomotiv es with ov erhead fire J ets or 
some other smoke consuming dev ice conforming in 
efficiency to ov erhead fire J ets. In order to prov ide 
sufficient time for railroads to meet these require- 
menU. this porUon of the ordinance will not be 
operativ e until J anuary 1, 19 i8 . 
The difficulty in enforcing other prov isions of the 
Act without the services of a smoke abatement engi­ 
neer is readily recognized. 
But the lack of such an 
official, at this time, does not ex cuse any industry , 
public utility or public Institution in ignoring the 
clause gov erning the installation of proper smoke 
consuming dev ices in present facilities or properly 
equipping new equipment 
City authorities should keep alert in seeing that 
all requiremt nts are met. 
In the meantime, the 
City Council should lose little time in securing a 
trained smoke abatement engineer so that the anti- 
amoke ordinance can be enforced efficiently during 
ttie interim until the entire Act becomes effectiv e.

Laws And Freedom As 
Applied To Newspapers 
Freedom of the press is so prev ious to this nation 
that a newspaper would be remiss in its public duty if 
It did not v igorously resist any mov e that remotely 
implied an infringement of that liberty . 
That is why 
the S t Louis Star-Times spoke up so strongly in 
answer to a Post Office Department warning that the 
newspaper’s J uly n issue, as well as scnne national 
m agazine, should hav e been barred from the malls 
for carry ing the report of a lottery that made news. 
And that is why the Post Office Department has 
now rev ersed itself with a ruling that newspapers may 
legally report on a “ newsworthy ev ent” in which there 
is incidental mention of a lottery . 
Postal laws and regulations forbid passage through 
the malls of printed matter carry ing lot^erj’ informa­ 
tion, and it was under this prov ision that the postal 
authorities acted. 
But it seems obv ious that the 
regulation was de.signed to prev ent the dissemination 
of information which would promote lotteries, some- 
thinc entirely different from the story in question. 
The Post Office Department In Washington had 
described such warnings a.s “ routine.” 
Indeed, there 
were grounds for belief that the local authorities in 
St. Louis was simply “ going through the m otions” 
The department’s fir.st interpretation .seemed open 
to question—particuiarly when the Star-Times report­ 
ed that 50 other newspapers it polled used the story , 
not counting the hundreds of others carry ing the 
new^. but not polled.

Should Make Ready New To 
Meet Anti-Smoke Requirements 
It was gratifying, indeed, to learn that the Kelly 
Springfield Tire Company, in its preparations to install 
two new high-pressure steam boilers at its power 
plant, at an estimated cost of $1,000,000, was keeping 
in mind the terms of Cumberland’s anti-smoke ordin­ 
ance, and will submit plans for this improvement to 
city authorities to make certain it meets with require­ 
ments of the anti-smoke law. 
Of course, until a directing engineer is secured by 
the city such plans will have to be submitted to an 
engineer who is a recognized authority in the control 
of smoke and grime thrown off by power plant# and 
railroad locomotives. 
The city will pay the fee in­ 
volved. 
It should not cause unnecessary delay in 
securing either approval or instructions to bring the 
operation of the boilers in question in step with the 
city ordinance. 
This Is the time of year when improvements or 
additions are being made to heating and power facili­ 
ties by manufacturing concerns and public and semi­ 
public institutions which will come under the pro­ 
visions of the law to prevent excessive smoke. 
The 
announced plan by the Kelly Springfield Tire Com­ 
pany to seek the advice of authorities in meeting the 
anti-smoke requirements should be kept in mind by 
others as a fine example of cooperation in assisting 
Cumberland to cleanse its air of impurities and smog. 
H ie anti-smoke ordinance passed by the City 
Council last May, with one exception, became effective 
from the day of its passage. 
But that one excep­ 
tion, which covers one of two major causes for ex­ 
cessive smoke over the city, pertains to the equipping 
of steam locomotives with overhead fire jets or 
some other smoke consuming device conforming in 
efficiency to overhead fire Jets. In order to provide 
sufficient time for railroads to meet these require­ 
ments, this portion of the ordinance will not be 
operative until January I, 1948. 
The difficulty in enforcing other provisions of the 
Act without the services of a smoke abatement engi­ 
neer is readily recognized. 
But the lack of such an 
official, at this time, does not excuse any Industry, 
public utility or public institution in ignoring the 
clause governing the installation of proper smoke 
consuming devices in present facilities or properly 
equipping new equipment. 
City authorities should keep alert in seeing that 
all requirements are met. 
In the meantime, the 
City Council should lose little time in securing a 
trained smoke abatement engineer so that the anti- 
amoke ordinance can be enforced efficiently during 
the interim until the entire Act becomes effective.

Laws And Freedom As 
Applied To Newspapers 
Freedom of the press Is so previous to this nation 
that a newspaper would be remiss in its public duty if 
H did not vigorously resist any move that remotely 
implied an infringement of that liberty. 
That is why 
the St. Louis 8tar-Times spoke up so strongly in 
answer to a Post Office Department warning that the 
newspaper's July 17 issue, as well as some national 
magazines, should have been barred from the mails 
for carrying the report of a lottery that made news. 
And that is why the Post Office Department has 
now reversed itself with a ruling that newspapers may 
legally report on a “newsworthy event” in which there 
is incidental mention of a lottery. 
Postal laws and regulations forbid passage through 
the mails of printed matter carrying lottery informa­ 
tion, and it was under this provision that the postal 
authorities acted. 
But it seems obvious that the 
regulation was designed to prevent the dissemination 
of information which would promote lotteries, some­ 
thing entirely different from the story in question. 
The Post Office Department in Washington had 
described such warnings as “routine.” 
Indeed, there 
were grounds for belief that the local authorities in 
St. Louis was simply “going through the motions.” 
The department’s first interpretation .seemed open 
to question—particularly when the Star-Times report­ 
ed that 50 other newspapers it polled used the story, 
not counting the hundreds of others carrying the 
news, but not polled. 
Now the ambiquity is elimi­ 
nated. 
The new interpretation, permitting publica­ 
tion of such stories, “will be uniformly applied in the 
future.” 


Railroads Not To Blame 
For Economic Situation ■ 
Railway managements, desperately seeking more 
income to match their present outgo, placed an un­ 
usual request before the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission tm other day. 
They petitioned /or aji im­ 
mediate IO per cent increase in freight rates anti 
asked for a ruling that same day—before the other 
side of the case should be heard. 
The commission, with shippers’ representatives 
waiting to present opposing arguments, could hardly 
grant such a concession. 
But the fact that the re­ 
quest was made points to the special problem the 
present inflationary cycle has imposed on the rail­ 
roads. 
They asked for “emergency relief” because they 
are already paying higher costs of operation. 
Two 
weeks ago an arbitration board awarded the so-called 
non-operating employees a wage boost of 15V2 centi 
an hour. This decision will cost the roads an esti­ 
mated $468,000,000 a year. 
The IO per cent freight rate increase, their rep­ 
resentative told the commission, would “just about 
offset” that sum. 
It would not cover a rise in equip­ 
ment and materials prices since June that will add 
$158,000,000 to their annual expense. 
The truth is that railroads, unable to increase 
the prices they charge for their services without ICC 
consent, are caught in a squeeze. 
They can seek 
relief and the commission can grant it—but before 
they get action their costs have gone up another 
notch. 
In the interval their earnings fall below a 
reasonable and proper level. 
In the circumstances, the commission at least 
should speed up the hearings. 
Unjustified delays 
have the effect of penalties—and the railroads are not 
*to blame for this particular situation.

MALARIA AS A PRIMA 
DONNA 


I 


T HAS been said m at malaria 
played a stellar role in 
the 


downfall of the Roman empire. 
The city itself was built on hills 
but 
the surrounding country 
was 
marshy and mosquito-infested. Ac­ 
cording to Major, the farmer had 
little to look forward to when his 
day s work was done. On returning 
home a chill developed, followed by 
high fever. By morning, weakness 
and prostration were so great that 
he could hardly walk. 
Furthermore, the fields and farms 
were being devastated constantly by 
wars and in time he decided to 
pack his belongings and 4,0 to Rome. 
Since his neighbors were all doing 
the same, a scarcity of food ensued. 
Then came idleness, famine, corrup­ 
tion, and vice. The rest is history. 


It is strange that control methods 
against malaria were not instituted 
long ago. The disorder wa 
always 
known 
to 
be 
connected 
with 
swamps, dampness, and valleys and 
in reading old documents, it is clear 
that the peoples of the past were 
close to the solution and yet far 
away. 
Even in the Roman days, settlers 
were given a1 ice as to where farm 
houses could be built in order to 
escape the ailment. The authorities 
of m at era described the various 
forms that exist today. Some even 
discussed insects but the relation­ 
ship between these parasites and 
the disease never seemed to strike 
home. The bad air (mala plus aria) 
which arase from the swamps and 
hugged 
the 
ground 
was 
always 
blamed. The fact th a t swarms of 
mosquitoes were present was over­ 
looked. 


Malaria has not been licked and 
a cure is still lacking. But preven­ 
tion is highly successful and treat­ 
ment most effective. On the other 
hand, so much progress has been 
made that the malady will probably 
never influence our civilization. The 
upswing started in the 17th century, 
when quinine was first used. His­ 
torians differ in bestowing credit 
for its discovery. Many ( ve priority 
to 
Pizarro, 
who 
led 
a 
Spanish 
invasion against Peru. A company 
of soldiers was marching thru the 
forest, among them a young man 
who was suffering from r 
attack 
of chills and fever. Soon he became 
too exhausted to keep up with the 
rest and the captain, feeling that 
h*. would die, ordered the men to 
march, on without him. 
The victim, searching for water 
to assuage his thirst, dragged him ­ 
self to a nearby pool that was a l­ 
most covered with underbrush. He 
paid no attention to the log floating 
in the center and, altho the water 
was bitter, he drank his fill and 
went to sleep. On awakening, he 
was completely recovered and ulti­ 
mately 
rejoined 
his 
companions. 
The water was considered to have 
miraculous 
qualities 
and 
all 
re­ 
turned to the area. In time, it was 
found that the acrid taste was due 
to the bark of the log that was 
floating in the center of the pool. 
For several hundred years there­ 
after, quinine remained as the sole 
remedy for malaria. Now there are 
other products, many of which are 
so new that the *nk used rn describ­ 
ing the formula is hardly dry. Had 
these substances no* been available, 
our 
Pacific 
war 
might 
still 
be 
raging.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 15 —As the 
G eneral Assembly of the United 
N ations m eets in New York today, 
two m en hold the^ spotlight as its 
possible Presidents. They are: 
Oswaldo Aranha of Brasil, ex- 
gaucho. 
ex-Foreign 
M inister 
and 
best cham pion of the United States 
in South America. 
Herbert Evatt of Australia, great 
cham pion of sm all nations, tw ister 
of the Soviet tail, and an original 
architect of the United Nations. 


Though 
General 
Marshall 
and the Russians will retain 
the power, Aranha and Evatt 
will represent the hopes and 
dreams of millions that some­ 
one may lead the world away 
from the widening chasm that 
yawns between the communist 
and capitalist worlds of 
tho 
USSR and the USA. 


A ranha. who served as President 
of the U nited Nations Assembly a t 
its special Palestine session, is so 
strongly pro-A m erican th a t it has 
h u rt him in Brazil. As Ambassador 
to the USA he came to know and 
love this country. He visited the 
K entucky Derby with Jim Farley 
• and incidentally won $1,500); took 
in both Republican and Democratic 
conventions; 
inspected B o u l d e r 
Dam ; played roulette a t Elko. Nev’ 
p u t 
his 
children 
in 
A m erican 
schools, toured the USA from one 
end to the other. 
An im patient, indefatigable ex­ 
cattlem an 
from 
the 
ranches 
of 
South Brazil, he spent one year in 
the saddle, sleeping outdoors, lead­ 
ing a revolution; has one bullet rn 
his shoulder, one heel shot away. 
No ordinary diplomat, 
A r a n h a 
chafes at delay, has been the only 
m arkable to put Soviet Ambassador 
Gromyko in hts place. In New York 
last winter Gromyko would keep 
the UN Council waiting a full hour, 
arrived whenever he felt like it. 
Courteous US delegate W arren Aus­ 
tin patiently waited. But not Ar­ 
anha. W hen it came his turn to 
preside over the Council, A ranha 
delayed not one m inute for the 
tardy Russian. And when Gromyko 
attem pted some of his fancy sabo­ 
tage. the Brazialian nearly bit his 
head oil. 
Australia’s Evatt 
H erbert Evatt. other outstanding 
diplom at in New York, is equally 
pro-Am erican, equally anti-R ussian, 
very much the champion of the 
sm aller nations. At San Francisco 
it was Evatt who foresaw the d a n ­ 
ger of w’hat now has nearly wrecked 
the United Nations—the veto 
He 
fought it to the bitter end, was just 
as much the critic of the United 
S tates on his point as he was of 
Russia. 
W hen the battle was all over and 
Peruvian Foreign M inister M anuel 
G allagher propased a standing vote 
of tribute to Evatt, the Australian 
cynically replied: 
’T h ere are m any things I m ight 
say at this moment, but I am afraid 
* someone m ight exercise his power 
ol veto over me.” 
One year later at the Paris Peace 
Conference. Evatt was fighting side- 
by-side with Jim mie Byrnes against 
the Soviets sabotaging tactics. In 
fact. Evatt sometimes seemed to be 
goading Byrnes into action. 
Evatt m arried an American, loves 
American baseball, collects Amer­ 
ican books At the age of 36 he was 
a member of the A u s t r a l i a n 
Suprem e Court, since 1940 a labor 
member of the Australian P arlia­ 
m ent. since 1941 Foreign M inister 
of his country. 


Jap Appeasement 


In London, the British don’t p ar­ 
ticularly like Evatt, consider him 
too pro-American. On one thing, 
however, he em phatically disagrees 
W'lth the USA—the future of Japan. 
En route to New 
York. Evatt 
stopjied in Tokyo, visited G eneral 
M acArthur. It was predicted the 
sparks 
would 
fly. 
For 
Australia, 
fearful 
of 
another Japanese 
in­ 
vasion 
of 
the 
South 
Pacific, 
is 
harsh 
in 
criticising 
M acA rthur^ 
so-called Japanese appeasem ent. 


Australians 
believe 
J a p a n 
cannot be trusted, cannot be 
allowed to rebuild her industry, 
must be kept a third-rate pow­ 
er.

other hand, led by MacArthur, 
consider Japan an Asiatic base 
against Russia.

Japan.

Law Bad Piece Public Relations

WASHINGTON, Sept. IS—All of 
the 2.088.966 federal employees, in­ 
cluding everyone from the President 
of the United States, the members 
of the cabinet and Justices of the 
Supreme Court down to the janitors 
and scrubwomen, have to sign an 
affidavit testifying that they do not 
belong to 
"any political party or 
organization which advocates the 
overthrow 
of 
our 
constitutional 
form of governm ent.” 
Yet John L. Lewis doesn t want to 
sign such an affidavit and he now 
has put the Executive Council of 
the A. F. of L. on the spot and jeo- 
l .rdized the opportunity of all A. 
P. of 
L. 
unions 
throughout 
the 
country to utilize the facilities of 
the N ational Labor Relations Board. 
This is the agency charged by law 
with the protection of the collective- 
bargaining process, a function hail­ 
ed by labor as its “m agna charta.” 
It is a well-settled principle of 
constitutional law th at the federal 
governm ent may prescribe condi­ 
tions to govern the use of its facili­ 
ties. Thus, at the insistence of labor 
itself the W alsh-Healey 
Act was 
passed denying the right to w^rk 
on 
government contracts to any 
employer who doesn’t conform to 
certain labor standards prescribed 
by tile governm ent itself 


Federal Employes Covered

Listening to the radio Sunday 
morning, America heard reports of 
statements about high prices of food 
from prominent Americans — ex- 
Govemor Stassen, Senator Ives of 
New York, Senator Baldwin of Con­ 
necticut, and former OPA heads 
Chester Bowles and Paul Porter.

About one policy of government 
which has rn part in the upward 
spiral, both parties seem compara­ 
tively silent. Only rarely, so /ar as 
this writer has seen, do men in 
political life allu ’ ' to the govern­ 
ment policy of “price support” for 
farm 
products, 
food 
Reticence 
about this might be explained by 
reluctance to speak against the in­ 
terest of farmers as a class, who 
are beneficiaries of price support. 
Another 
reason 
for 
comparative 
absence of discussion is that the 
government mechanisms for sup­ 
porting prices are so intricate as 
to be not easy to understand. 
Without over - emphasizing the 
pi *•* played in the inflation spiral 
by 
government 
price support 
of 


farm products, and without differ­ 
entiating too dogmatically between 
causes arising unavoidably out of 
the war or out of natural forces, 
and on the other hand causes aris­ 
ing directly out of specific acts of 
government, nevertheless one state­ 
ment remains tenaole. Government 
support of prices of farm products 
stands today as a firmly held bar­ 
rier against any general reduction 
of prices o. food. Upon indication 
that the prices of a farm product 
may turn downward, the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture moves to pre­ 
vent the drop 
Price support rests oh statutes. 
One, enacted before the war. aimed 
to assure to farmers “parity” prices 
that is, prices few farm products 
having a relation to the price level 
of goods generally. Other statutes, 
enacted during the war. aimed ta 
stimulate 
farmers 
to raise 
largo 
quantities of food. To assure farm­ 
ers against possible drops in price* 
at the end of the war. these statutes 
were made effective until the end 
of 1948. Under present conditions. 
in a time of rising prices, the** 
statutes amount to an automan* 
mechanism preventing a fall in th* 
price level of farm products, food. 
Potato Ecol Illustrates Mechanism 
The mechanism of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture for preventing 
drops in prices, of farm products is 
illustrated by the now rather well­ 
known case of potatoes. The De­ 
partment bought potatoes, permit­ 
ted some they bought to spoil mad* 
some inedible, ond disposed of tom* 
for purposes other than food, such 
as 
manufacture 
of 
alcohol 
or 
starch. However, potatoes 
is th* 
only crop as to which the Depart­ 
ment has practiced destruction a* 
part of the price suppor 
mechan­ 
ism. 
Just now there is in prospect a 
drop in the prices of dried and 
tinned fruits, due to an accumulat­ 
ing glut. The Department is ex­ 
pected to prevent the drop, pre­ 
sumably by buying some of th* 
surplus and selling it abroad or la 
ways other than aal* to the general 
consumer. 
There are price support mechan­ 
isms. varying in technique, for prac­ 
tically all farm products. This in 
one field in which Congress could act. 
by modifying the price support sta­ 
tutes in the light of a changed and 
dangerous condition. Demand fog 
such action would be an effective 
activity on th* part of a price-sick 
public.

McCormick 


CH IC A G O — 
The most curious single fact about 
WON, one of the lesser property of 
Colonel Robert Rutherford McCor­ 
mick# (Chicago) empire, is that it 
doesn’t make any money. This is 
extrordinarily difficult. WON, which 
stands for World's 
Greatest N e w s ­ 
paper, a modest 
claim 
appearing 
every day on “The 
Chicago Trioune”, 
is a 50,000-watt 
station operating 
in the second larg­ 
est market in the 
country. It grabs 
35 cents of every 
local 
advertising 
ollar 
spent 
in 
radio and claims 
to have SI per 
nt more listen­ 
ers than any oth­ 
er Chicago sta­ 
tion in the day­ 
time and 13 per 
nt 
m o r e 
at 
night. 
In spite of nil 
this, WGN just about breaks even 
and more than once it has proudly 
brought this to the attention of the 
Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion in Washington whenever its 
license is renewed. There are sev­ 
eral explanations why WGN doesn’t 
make potfuls of money. The colonel 
is sometimes suspected of deliberate­ 
ly refusing to make a profit (though 
he doesn’t lose any money) on a 
medium which is under govern­ 
mental control. “The Chicago Tri­ 
bune” has repeatedly thundered 
that the Federal government ruins 
every private enterprise in which it 
is allowed to meddle. Since radio 
is very much under Federal con­ 
trol, it wouldn’t look well for this 
theory lf WON were allowed to 
prosper. 
However, a better and probably 
more accurate explanation of WON’S 
barefooted state is the colonel’s in­ 
difference to radio. On his s*xty- 
fifth birthday, McCormick declar­ 
ed: “We went into this broadcast­ 
ing business because I did not know 
what it was all about"—a fairly 
startling admission from the man 
who claims to have invented vir­ 
tually everything but the wheel. 
McCormick, a man of absolutely 
no humor, has never fully under­ 
stood broadcasting and until 1940 
never paid very much attention to 
it. 
Just the same, while the colonel 
may occasionally forget he owns a 
radio station, the WGN manage­ 
ment never forgets it. WGN is per­ 
meated and dominated by McCor­ 
mick’s passions and prejudices and 
particularly by the colonel’s astig­ 


matic faith in Chicago as the heart 
of the universe. 
A good deal of WGN’s early his­ 
tory, which at this date has that 
special radiance cast by past events, 
was due to McCormick’s wide-eyed 
belief that radio was just another 
news medium and that WGN was 
a valuable though minor assistant to 
“The Tribune" in exploiting the 
colonel’s pet projects. Because of 
these beliefs, WGN brought Chica­ 
goans in the twenties the most com­ 
plete and expensive special coverage 
ever attempted by an independent 
station. It also provided a rich and 
lusty comedy of a variety peculiar to 
Chicago Journalism. 
This is perhaps best illustrated by 
two stories both involving mon­ 
keys. In 1925, WGN covered the 
Scopes trial in Tennessee. It broad­ 
cast not just part but all of that 
famous debate between William 
Jennings Bryan and Clarence Dor- 
row on the origin of man and mon­ 
keys. The line charges alone cost 
$1,0000 a day, a staggering cost for 
an independent station, in order to 
luring Chicago the best news story 
of the day. 
While WGN could extract the last 
bit of comedy out of this perform­ 
ance, it is capable of producing some 
wild horseplay of its own on the 
subject of monkeys. In the spring 
of 1940, “Hie Tribune" imported 
some orangutans to present to the 
Chicago zoo. They were not the 
first orangutans to be seen in Chi­ 
cago and they had no special dis­ 
tinction beyond the fact that they 
were wards of “The Tribune." 
Still, the order came from on 
high to assemble 100,000 persons in 
Lincoln Park for the arrival of the 
beasts. 
That is a lot of people to 
get excited about a couple of mon­ 
keys. 
Immediately the newspaper 
and the radio station erupted with 
enthusiasm over orangutans. WGN 
broadcast special programs devoted 
to the history of orangutans, the 
development of primates, famous 
orangutans of the past, the care 
and feeding of orangutans, and so 
on. 


On the day the orangutans arived 
by plane from the East, Quin Ryan 
star announcer and then manager 
of WGN. was dispatched to Lincoln 
Park with a portable transmitter 
Ryan described the crowd (two 
hundred school children and their 
parents), the weather (rain), and 
interviewed the children concern­ 
ing their, feelings about arangu- 
t&ns (mixed). Another WGN an­ 
nouncer In the plane with the ani­ 
mals broke in every fifteen minutes 
to proclaim that the orangutans 
weren ow over, say, Youngstown, 
Ohio, the plane was Hiring at five 
thousand feet and everything ap­ 


peared to be going along splendidly. 
Between these frequent interrup­ 
tions from lincoln Park and the 
plane, WGN was attempting not 
very successfully 
to broadcast a 
baseball game between the Cardi­ 
nals and the Cubs. 
In the middle 
of the afternoon, the late Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, who had 
no great interest in whether the 
orangutans were over Youngstown 
or Timbuctoo, called the station and 
bellowed: “What the hell are you 
broadcasting—a ball game or a cir­ 
cus? 
The orangutans, both infants, fin­ 
ally arrived shivering with cold. 
They were about the size of squir­ 
rels, and the school children who 
had been worked into a frenzy of 
anticipation, marched home in dis­ 
gust. 
Ryan solemnly informed his 
thousands of WGN listeners that 
one of the orangutans was eating a 
banana.

JOSEPH IL TAYLOR 
KEYSER, Sept. 15—The proposed 
ordinance for the construction of 
a 691,000 water softening plant for 
Keyser was rejected last night at 
a meeting of the Mayor and City 
Council and the Citizens Committee 
after a group presented petitions to 
the governing body that carried the 
required number of protesting pro­ 
perty owners needed to reject the 
plan.

Installation of larger water mains 
h- the town, were signed by 549 
persons. The original number was 
646 bot duplicates and non-property 
owners wart excluded from the lists 
by CRy Attorney James H. Swad- 
ley. Clerk at the Mineral County 
Court Harry O. Rogers and City 
Clerk A. A. Jordan. 
H ie city law required that 30 per­ 
cent a t the property owners of the 
town must protest an ordinance be­ 
fore it can be thrown out. Thirty 
percent of the population of Keyser, 
eligible lo sign, is 516. 
Following the announcement that 
the ordinance had been disapprov­ 
ed, a motion was made by City 
Councilman H. J. Snyder “to con­ 
firm and ratify the ordinance not­ 
withstanding the 30 percent dis­ 
approval.” This motion to override 
the protest was seconded by Coun­ 
cilman Ralph E. Casteel after which 
a voice vote was taken of the 
Council and the Citizens Commit­ 
tee. 
To override the protest a majori­ 
ty of the council must agree and 
four-fifths of the Committee must 
confirm the motion.

Liquor Board Oufllaes Rules 
For Licensees In New Booklet 


County Law b To 
Be Filly Enforced 


Rules and regulations of the Li­ 
quor Control Board of Allegany 
County, 
have been compiled 
in I 
booklet form and distributed to all 
holders of liquor licenses, in an 
effort to properly acquaint licensees 
with requirements of the County 
Liquor Law. Walter C. Capper is 
chairman of the board, assisted by 
Henry Sweene and Fred Crowe, sec­ 
retary. 
The Board adopted the regula­ 
tions after a study of the law, and 
the booklet, requests license holders 
to conform with the rules in the 
public Interest, as well as in the in­ 
terest of their own places of busi­ 
ness. 
The rules point out that the ll- J 
censee must be the owner of the 
business, and all employers licensed 
under the law must keep, on the 
premises, a complete record of all 
employes, including names, ages and 
addresses.

Retail dealers are not permitted 
to employ a solicitor or salesman 
for the purpose of soliciting outside 
the premises. This does not pro­ 
hibit the license holder from re­ 
ceiving orders by telephone, malls, or 
messenger, it is explained. 
Habitual drunkards and mentally 
deficient persons are not to be sold 
or given any intoxicants. 
Remonstrances may be filed eith­ 
er before or after the granting of 
a license, but no remonstrances shall 
be considered by the Board unless 
it shall have been signed by at least 
IO reputable citizens, voters, or pro­ 
perty holders of the area. 
May Be Transferred 
Any holder of license may, by- 
application, be granted permission 
to transfer his place of business to 
some other location, or change the 
name of the applicant, as in the 
case of a club. But before approval, 
the applicant must proceed in the 
manner required of original appli­ 
cations. 
Members of the Board, clerks, de­ 
puties, inspectors and any peace 
officer has the right to inspect 
the premises of a license holder, 
without a warrant. 
Licenses cannot be issued to a 
partnership, corporation of associa­ 
tion, but only to individuals auth­ 
orized to act for such combines.
